31st  DECEMBER  1954 

INTRODUCTION 

Mr  Chairman,  My  Lord,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  for  your  information  and  consideration  the 
Annual  Report  for  the  3'ear  1954  compiled  according  to  the  directions  of  the  Minister 
of  Health. 

1954  was  the  ’’Jubilee  Year"  of  the  Council  -  GO  years  have  passed  since 
the  Local  Government  Act  of  1894  established  as  sanitary  authorities,  rural 
district  councils.  Your  Council  has  an  interesting  link  with  that  period  in  that 
our  present  Chairman' s  grandfather  was  the  first  Chairman  of  the  newly  created 
Rural  District  Council.  These  past  60  years  have  seen  the  rise  and  development 
of  environmental  hygiene  in  this  Country  and  the  application  of  the  discoveries 
of  the  causes  of  infectious  disease  resulting  in  the  decline  in  the  crude  death 
rate  and  particularly  in  the  mortality  from  what  were  formerly  spoken  of  as  the 
zymotic  diseases  namely  smallpox,  enteric  fever,  diphtheria,  scarlet  fever, 
measles,  whooping  cough  and  diarrhoea.  The  vital  statistical  figures  for  the 
district  for  the  year  1^4  are  not  available  but  thossfor  the  period  ten  years 
earlier  show  that  the  death  rate  was  17.7  and  zymotic  rate  2.3.  Diphtheria  and 
enteric  fever  were  very  prevalent  and  smallpox,  said  to  be  usually  imported  from 
London,  occurred  from  time  to  time.  Today  these  diseases  have  virtually  dis¬ 
appeared  as  public  health  problems,  although  constant  vigilance  is  still  required 
to  keep  them  in  check. 

1954  also  saw  the  end  of  rationing  which  had  begun  in  1943  -  a  long  period 
which  will  probably  be  best  remembered  not  because  of  any  nutrition  inadequacy 
but  because  of  the  inconveniences  of  ration  books  and  queues. 

The  general  health  of  the  District  has  been  good,  although  the  school 
population  suffered  considerably  during  the  earlier  part  of  the  year  from  an 
epidemic  of  measles. 

The  crude  death  rate  continued  to  remain  low  and  the  birth  rate  high,  but 
this  is  accounted  for  by  the  larger  proportion  of  young  adults  in  the  population 
resulting  from  the  existence  of  Service  Establishments  in  the  District. 

The  recently  published  County  Report  on  the  1951  Census  brings  to  light 
the  position  in  the  District  in  regard  to  the  degree  of  availability  of  the  basic 
household  arrangements  and  indicates  how  far  we  lag  behind  the  rest  of  the  Country, 
Considerable  progress  has  been  made,  since  the  Census  was  taken,  in  the  provision 
of  hew  houses,  extended  water  supplies  and  sewerage  but  much  work  remains  to  be 
done  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  District  in  respect  of  these  three  primary 
essential  necessities.

(General  Report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health) 

1 .  STAFF 

There  was  no  change  in  the  staff  during  the  year  under  review.  The 
post  of  Clerk  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  was  not  filled  and  the  clerical 
work  has  been  carried  out  by  the  existing  staff  at  the  Local  Health  Office,  Wells; 
the  three  District  Councils  concerned  contributing  a  proportion  of  the  salary  of 
one  Junior  Clerk. 

2.  The  WALSINGHAM  RURAL  DISTRICT  situated  in  North  Norfolk  comprises  38  Parishes 
and  has  its  administrative  centre  at  Fakenham.  The  District  is  essentially  an 
agricultural  one,  although  its  9  miles  of  sea  coast  provide  facilities  for  the 
mussel  industry  and  an  attraction  for  summer  visitors.  There  are  a  few  factories 
centred  in  and  around  Fakenham,  The  District  has  in  addition  a  number  of  Defence 
Establishments. 

The  population  of  the  District  as  estimated  by  the  Registrar  General 
for  mid-1954  is  24,130.  This  shows  a  decrease  of  650  from  the  figure  for  1953. 

The  natural  increase  of  births  over  deaths  amounted  to  189. 

In  my  Report  for  1953  I  stated  that  the  population  had  varied  very  little 
over  the  past  30  years  until  1951  (Census  year),  when  it  became  23,270  -  an  in¬ 
crease  of  approximately  20$  on  previous  years  and  mentioned  that  any  speculation 
regarding  the  increase  must  await  publication  of  the  detailed  figures  in  the 
County  Census  Report  for  1951.  This  Report  has  recently  appeared  and  shows  that 
tho  increase  is  almost  entirely  accounted  for  by  the  growth  of  Service  Establish¬ 
ments.  Of  the  26,3/6  increase  over  the  1931  Census  population  only  5.9$  was  due 
to  increase  of  births  over  deaths;  at  the  1951  Census  2 2fo  of  the  population  were 
enumerated  in  Defence  Establishments  and  the  Parishes  of  Raynharn,  Sculthorpe, 
Stiffkey  and  Langham  in  consequence  showed  a  very  large  increase  in  the  number  of 
males,  Fakenham  and  Blakeney  also  showed  some  increase  but  the  other  Parishes  all 
showed  a  slight  reduction  in  population,  presumably  accounted  for  by  the  drift 
away  from  the  land.  This  large  number  of  men  in  the  Defence  Establishments  also 
vitiates  any  comparison  as  regards  age  and  sex  figures  between  this  District  and 
other  Districts.  The  number  of  females  at  the  Census  is  709  for  1,000  males  com¬ 
pared  with  the  County  figure  of  1  ,014  per  1,000  males.  In  passing  it  may  be 
noted  for  comparison  that  Hunstanton  showed  the  very  high  sex  rate  of  1,300  females 
for  IjOOOmalos.  The  "ageing"  trend  in  the  District  is  also  disguised  as  only 
10.3$  of  the  population  were  aged  65  or  over  compared  with  12.6$  in  the  County 
and  14. for  the  neighbouring  District  of  Docking. 

3.  BIRTH  AND  DEATH  RATE 

During  the  year  there  were  386  live  births  giving  a  birth  rate  of  15,99 
per  1,000  of  the  population.  The  comparability  factor  given  by  the  Registrar 
General  which  when  applied  to  the  local  ratq  gives  a  figure  which  can  be  compared 
with  the  rate  for  other  areaq  is  1,29  for  births.  Thus  the  adjusted  birth  rate 
is  19.83  which  compares  with  the  rate  of  15.2  for  England  and  Yfalcs  as  a  whole. 

The  high  rate  in  the  District  is  accounted  for  by  the  increased  number  of  young 
Service  families. 

There  were  12  still  births  (8  being  females)  -  the  same  number  as  in 
1953;  giving  a  rate  of  24.1  per  1,000  live  and  still  births,  which  compares  with 
the  rate  of  24.0  for  England  and  Wales. 

Tho  197  deaths  give  a  crude  death  rate  of  8.16  per  1,000  of  the  estimated 
resident  population  -  the  comparability  factor  is  1,02  so  that  the  adjusted  rate 
of  8.32  compares  with  that  of  11,3  for  England  and  Wales. 

4.  INFANT  MORTALITY  RATE 

There  were  9  deaths  in  children  under  one  year  -  tho  same  number  as  in 
1953  “  6  of  them  being  less  than  4  weeks  old  and  5  were  due  to  congenital  mal¬ 
formation,  The  infant  mortality  rate  is  23.3  Pcr  1,000  related  births  coirpared 
with  25.5  for  England  and  Wales  as  a  whole  and  is  only  very  slightly  higher  than 
the  rate  of  23.08  for  1953. 

The  infant  mortality  rate  has  for  some  time  been  recognised  to  have 
two  diverse  components;  the  death  rate  for  the  first  4  weeks  of  life  (neonatal 
rate)  and  tho  death  rate  for  the  remaining  11  months  of  the  year  (post-natal 
rate) ,  It  is  the  reduction  in  the  post-natal  deaths  that  has  brought  down  tho 
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infant  mortality  rate.  The  deaths  in  the  first  4  weeks  are  mainly  those  due  to 
prematurity,  congenital  malformation  and  birth  injuries  and  these  have  not  been 
reduced  to  the  same  extent.  The  causes  of  still  births  are  often  the  same  as 
those  of  neonatal  deaths  and  so  it  has  been  proposed  that  a  new  index  -  called 
the  perinatal  rate  -  consisting  of  a  combination  of  still  births  plus  neonatal 
deaths  -  should  be  used  as  giving  a  better  picture  of  infant  mortality.  'The  rate 
for  the  District  for  the  year  under  review  is  45.3  compared  with  a  rate  of  42.04 
for  the  previous  year. 

5.  CANCER 

37  of  the  deaths  in  the  District  were  recorded  from  cancer  of  various 
types.  21  of  these  were  males  and  16  were  females.  5  of  the  deaths  were  from 
cancer  of  the  respiratory  tract,  all  males.  This  type  of  cancer  is  much  more 
common  in  men  and  recent  statistical  evidence  has  pointed  to  smoking  as  a  factor 
in  the  causation;  but  the  relationship  is  not  a  simple  one  and  further  research 
is  going  on  into  this  aspect  of  the  cancer  problem  in  various  parts  of  the  world. 

6.  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 

(a)  General 

There  were  567  cases  of  infectious  diseases  notified  during  the  year;  an 
increase  of  380  over  the  previous  year,  largely  accounted  for  by  a  measles  epi¬ 
demic  . 

(b)  Measles 

The  District  experienced  the  highest  incidence  of  measles  since  1950  - 
420  cases  being  reported  compared  with  32  in  1953  and  216  in  1952;  in  contra¬ 
distinction  to  the  experience  in  the  rest  of  England  where  the  incidence  of  the 
disease  was  particularly  low.  Of  the  420  cases  over  340  occurred  in  the  first 
and  second  quarter.  8  of  the  cases  were  infants  under  one  year  old  and  395  were 
children  between  the  ages  of  1  and  10  years.  The  Parishes  mainly  affected  were 
West  Raynham,  War  ham,  Blakcney,  Crabbe,  Walsingham  and  Fakenham. 

(c)  Whooping  Cough 

There  was  a  slight  decrease  in  the  number  of  whooping  cough  cases  re¬ 
ported;  105  compared  with  120  in  1953.  Of  these,  74  occurred  in  the  second  and 
third  quarters  of  the  year.  90  were  in  children  under  the  age  of  10  and  of  these 
7  were  in  children  under  1  year  of  age;  3  cases  were  amongst  adults;  no  deaths 
were  recorded  as  due  to  this  disease. 

Immunisat ion  with  whooping  cough  vaccine  was  introduced  as  a  County 
Scheme  in  1953  and  is  becoming  increasingly  popular.  This  vaccine  can  be  given 
separately  or  combined  with  diphtheria  antigen  -  the  latter  is  now  the  recommended 
and  popular  one  -  whooping  cough  immunisation  docs  not  give  so  complete  a  degree 
of  protection  as  that  for  diphtheria  but  if  not  prevented  in  all  cases  the 
severity  of  the  attack  is  certainly  lessened.  The  following  table  shows  the 
number  of  children  who  we re  immunised  against  whooping  cough  in  Area  8  in  1954

( d)  Scarlet  Fever 


Was  again  a  mild  disease.  Only  2  cases  were  reported  in  school 
children  under  the  age  of  10;  being  4  less  than  the  previous  year. 

( G)  Diphtheria 

No  case  was  notified  during  the  year,  only  one  case  has  been  recorded 
in  the  past  7  years  -  that  of  an  adult  in  1952.  The  position  in  regard  to  the 
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incidence  of  diphtheria  in  England  and  Wales  is  particularly  gratifying  as  in 
the  last  10  yeans  the  incidence  has  fallen  from  over  18,600  cases  with  720  deaths 
in  1945  to  182  cases  and  only  9  deaths  in  1954.  The  need  however  for  securing 
immunisation  of  not  less  than  75;°  of  babies  before  their  first  birthday  and  for 
maintaining  immunity  throughout  school  life  still  remains  and  as  the  Minister 
of  Health  says  "parents  of  young  children  must  not  be  lulled  into  a  false  sense 
of  complacency  by  the  dramatic  fall  in  the  incidence  of  diphtheria  and  the 
rarity  of  its  occurrence  amongst  the  children  of  friends  and  neighbours". 

(f)  Poliomyelitis 

3  cases  of  poliomyelitis  occurred  compared  with  2  in  1953.  One  was  a 
child  aged  4  who  developed  the  disease  in  April,  the  other  two  were  in  Air  Force 
personnel,  one  British  aged  23  (in  June)  and  the  other  an  American  aged  36  (in 
August) .  No  connection  was  traceable  between  these  or  any  cases  in  other  areas. 

One  cannot  mention  poliomyelitis  without  saying  a  word  about  the  recent 
work  in  the  United  States  of  America  on  the  production  of  a  vaccine  against  this 
disease.  Large  scale  trials  of  a  new  vaccine  have  shown  that  it  is  8O/0  to  90/o 
effective  in  preventing  paralytic  poliomyelitis  in  immunised  children.  But  the 
hopes  raisod  by  this  wcnderful  report  have  been  dampened  by  a  later  report  of 
cases  of  paralysis  occurring  soon  after  inoculation  with  the  new  vaccine.  It  is 
to  be  hoped  that  before  long  a  safe  effective  vaccine  for  preventing  this  dis¬ 
abling  disease  will  be  available. 

(g)  Infective  Hepatitis 

There  was  a  marked  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  notified;  37  compared 
with  10  in  1953.  21  occurred  during  the  first  quarter  of  the  year. 

Combining  the  figures  for  cases  for  the  three  Districts  in  Area  8;  cases 
notified  totalled  56  among  a  combined  population  of  43 ,000,  giving  an  incidence 
rate  of  1.3  per  1,000  as  compared  with  a  rate  of  0,8  in  1953.  It  is  generally 
considered  that  direct  contact  is  the  commonest  form  of  transmission  and  that  the 
faecal-oral  route  is  the  important  method  of  spread.  In  general  the  precautions 
to  be  taken  are  those  which  are  usually  applied  in  respect  to  the  enteric  fevers, 

(h)  Tuberculosis 

18  new  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  were  notified  during  the  year 
compared  with  12  in  1953?  11  being  males.  5,  however,  were  in  R.  A.  P.  personnel 
and  5  were  transferred  from  other  areas,  leaving  8  local  cases.  2  deaths  occurred 
from  pulmonary  tuberculosis. 

14  cases  were  removed  from  the  register  during  the  year  as  either  re¬ 
covered,  died  or  left  the  area. 

There  were  4  new  cases  of  the  non- pulmonary  type  -  1  schoolboy  and  3 
adults  -  of  the  latter  2  were  aged  over  60  and  had  tuberculosis  of  the  spine. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  85  cases  remained  on  the  register  compared  with 
81  at  the  end  of  the  previous  year. 

From  the  1st  January  1954?  new  cases  of  tuberculosis  have  been  included 
in  the  weekly  returns  of  notifications  of  infectious  diseases  made  to  the 
Ministry  of  Health;  the  intention  being  to  provide  statistics  which  will  be  of 
value  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

In  April  the  Ministry  of  Health  issued  a  memorandum  on  the  prevention 
of  tuberculosis.  This  drew  attention  to  the  marked  fall  in  the  number  of  deaths 
from  tuberculosis  during  the  past  5  years  but  that  this  improvement  had  not  been 
accompanied  by  a  corresponding  reduction  in  the  number  of  notifications.  It 
noted  that  mass  miniature  radiography  units  were  under  the  control  of  Regional 
Hospital  Boards  but  stated  that  the  strategy  of  their  use  should  be  a  matter  for 
consultation  between  the  Unit  Director  and  the  County  Medical  Officer  and  urged 
the  selective  use  of  such  units  for  groups  showing  evidence  of  special  risk. 

In  December  the  Mass  Radiography.  Unit  of  the  East  Anglian  Regional 
Hospital  Board  re-visited  Fakenham  and  also  paid  a  first  visit  to  Melton 
Constable.  The  centre  used  at  Fakenham  was  the  Council  Offices  at  Baron' s  Hall, 
which  proved  extremely  suitable.  At  Melton  Constable,  through  the  courtesy  of 
the  Chief  Education  Officer  the  X-ray  van  was  stationed  at  the  Modem  Secondary 
School.  At  Fakenham  1,980  persons  were  X-rayed  and  498  at  Melton  Constable,  'The 
help  given  by  Members  of  St  John's  Ambulance  Brigade  and  the  British  Red  Cross 
Society  in  informing  people  of  the  visit  of  the  Unit  is  gratefully  acknowledged. 

By  the  courtesy  of  the  Medical  Director  I  am  able  to  give  the  following 
figures  of  the  X-ray  survey  including  the  figures  for  "Wells.

( i)  Food  Poisoning 

2  sporadic  cases  of  food  poisoning  were  reported  during  the  year.  1 
was  a  male  aged  17  and  the  other  a  boy  aged  4;  both  suffered  from  salmonella 
typhimurium,  the  source  of  which  was  not  discovered. 

7.  MUSSEL  INDUSTRY 

A  mussel  industry  on  a  small  scale  is  carried  on  at  Blakeney  and  Morston, 
and  the  mussels  are  sent  to  markets  in  certain  towns  in  the  Midlands.  On  one 
occasion  towards  the  end  of  the  year  a  report  was  received  that  bacteriological 
samples  of  a  batch  of  mussels  from  Blakeney  had  not  been  found  sat i sf act or y. 
Samples,  however,  taken  later  from  the  place  where  the  mussels  are  sorted  before 
being  despatched  proved  to  be  satisfactory. 

At  Blakeney  there  is  a  risk  of  pollution  as  sewage  is  discharged  into 
the  channel  above  the  place  where  sorting  is  done.  In  1952  a  joint  Committee 
consisting  of  representatives  of  the  various  District  Councils  in  North  Norfolk 
and  the  Eastern  Sea  Fisheries  Board  met  to  consider  the  problem  of  mussel 
pollution  but  no  active  results  ensued  as  the  cost  of  providing  a  purification 
plant  of  the  kind  then  regarded  as  essential  was  found  to  be  prohibitive.  Since 
then  experience  at  Teignmouth  in  Devon  seems  to  show  that  adequate  purification 
can  be  obtained  by  a  much  less  expensive  method  and  this  is  being  investigated 
further.  The  pollution  of  the  Blakeney  channel  with  sewage  merits  consideration 
in  view  of  the  fact  that  children  bathe  there  during  the  summer.  It  is  generally 
believed  that  the  risk  of  acquiring  infection,  e.g. ,  typhoid  fever  in  this  way 
is  slight  and  some  experts  consider  the  risk  to  be  ordinarily  negligible  and  no 
case  of  typhoid  or  paratyphoid  fever  lias  been  reported  from  Blakeney  for  many 
years.  Individual  infection  would,  however,  appear  to  be  a  possibility  and  it  is 
worth  noting  that  the  Ministry  of  Health  Annual  Report  for  1953  mentions  that  a 
Working  Parti'-  had  been  set  up  to  study  the  risk  of  infection  from  bathing  in  con¬ 
taminated  water. 

The  provision  of  a  water  borne  sewerage  system  for  Blakeney  which  is  now- 
envisaged,  should  go  a  long  way  to  obviate  the  danger  of  pollution  both  in  regard 
to  mussels  and  to  bathers. 

8.  MILK  AND  DAIRIES  REGULATIONS 

3  Orders  were  issued  during  the  year  to  restrict  the  sale  of  milk  on 
account  of  tuberculosis,  3  such  Orders  imposed  in  previous  years  were  removed 
and  only  1  Order  remained  in  force  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

No  report  of  milk  infected  with  brucella  abortus  was  received  during 
the  year,  1  restriction  Order  imposed  in  previous  years  on  account  of  brucella 
infection  was  removed  and  4  Orders  remained  in  force  at  the  end  of  the  year. 


9.  ANTHRAX 

In  November  two  Reports  were  received  of  suspected  anthrax  in  Fakenham  - 
1  in  a  cow  which  was  subsequently  confirmed  and  1  in  a  dog  which  was  not  confirmed. 
There  would  appear  to  be  an  increase  in  the  number  of  Reports  of  cases  of  suspected 
anthrax  not  all  of  which  fortunately  are  confirmed.  A  recent  Report  of  the 
occurrence  of  cases  of  human  anthrax  in  Scotland  draws  attention  to  the  ever 
present  risk  of  agricultural  workers  getting  the  disease.  In  these  human  cases 
the  infection  was  considered  to  have  been  derived  from  infected  bonemeal  fertilizer. 


10.  FOOD  PREMISES

Condemned  food  is  disposed  of  by  two  knacker' s  yards  in  Fakenham,  all 
condemned  meat  being  dyed  green  by  the  Inspector  before  it  leaves  the  slaughter¬ 
house,  and  all  canned  foods  being  punctured  before  delivery  to  the  knacker's  yards. 


11.  NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT  1948 

Fortunately  no  action  was  called  for. under  Section  47  of  the  National 
Assistance  Act  1948  although  2  cases  were  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  Public 
Health  Committee,  where  an  clderl}'-  person  living  alone  was  not  in  a  position  to 
look  after  himself  (or  herself)  nor  was  receiving  from  others  the  proper  care  and 
attention  required.  In  each  case  removal  to  a  County  Home  was  carried  out 
voluntarily.  Such  cases  are  a  very  considerable  cause  of  worry  and  anxiety  to 
all  who  are  concerned  in  any  way  with  the  welfare  of  old  people. 


12.  VACCINATION  AND  IMMUNISATION  IN  AREA  NO.  8 

(a)  Vaccination 


Only  163  children  under  the  age  of  one  year  were  vaccinated  during  1954 
in  Area  8,  comprising  the  Rural  Districts  of  Walsingham  and  Docking  and  the  Urban 
Districts  of  77 ells  and  Hunstanton.  There  were  852  births  during  the  year  in  the 
Area  so  that  only  the  equivalent  of  19  of  the  children  born,  were  vaccinated  - 
a  far  from  satisfactory  state  of  affairs.  This  figure,  however,  is  likely  to  be 
an  under  estimate  as  births  among  American  Service  families  are  included  in  the 
total  number  of  births  but  figures  of  the  number  of  American  babies  vaccinated 
are  not  available.  194  reports  of  primary  vaccination  and  32  of  re-vaccinat ion 
were  received  during  the  year.  The  following  table  gives  details  of  the  age

(b)  Diphtheria  Immunisation 

Diphtheria  immunisation  is  best  carried  out  during  the  last  quarter 
of  the  child' s  first  year  of  life  and  booster  doses  are  required  to  be  given  at 
the  ages  of  5  and  9  years.  Immunisation  is  carried  out  at  Infant  Welfare  Centres 
and  at  surgeries  and  rc-immunisation  at  school  medical  inspections.

13.  HOUSING 

There  is  still  a  very  urgent  housing  problem  in  the  District,  as  can 
be  seen  from  the  Housing  Manager*  s  Report.  The  waiting  list  for  permanent  accommo¬ 
dation  has  remained  fairly  constant  -  between  400  and  500  applicants  for  the  past 
3  to  4  years,  despite  the  fact  that  the  Council  have  built  nearly  500  new  houses 
and  converted  196  hutments  since  the  end  of  the  war.  Further  there  are  some  600 
houses  classified  as  Class  V  under  the  Hobhouse  Rural  Survey  and  only  some  60  of  the 
present  tenants  of  these  privately  owned  houses  are  on  the  Council*  s  housing  list. 
The  greatest  demand  for  housing  is  in  the  larger  centres  of  population  and  the 
Council’ s  present  policy  is  to  provide  houses  in  those  places. 

The  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  having  accepted  the  re¬ 
commendation  of  the  Working  Party  on  requisitioned  property,  is  rightly  pressing 
for  the  closure  as  soon  as  possible  of  all  Service  Camps  in  use  for  housing.  This 
District  is  unfortunate  in  having  a  considerable  number  of  hutment  sites  which  add 
greatly  to  the  v^ry  urgent  housing  problem.  Since  the  war  the  aim  in  all  housing 
programmes  has  been  to  build  as  many  new  houses  as  possible  but  now  long  overdue 
attention  has  been  turned  by  the  Housing  Repairs  and  Rents  Act  1954,  to  the  re¬ 
moval  of  slums  and  the  repair  and  improvements  of  older  houses.  As  a  preliminary, 
Councils  are  required  to  submit  for  the  Minister*  s  approval  by  the  end  of  August 
1955,  proposals  for  dealing  .  n  one  way  or  another  with  the  houses  in  their  area 
which  appear  to  be  unfit  for  human  habitation. 

The  1951  Census  Report  for  the  County  of  Norfolk  contains  information 
about  the  availability  of  certain  basic  household  arrangements,  viz,  piped  water 
supply,  cooking  stove,  kitchen  sink,  water  closet  and  bath  -  for  private  households. 
This  has  been  the  first  occasion  on  which  such  information  has  been  asked  for  in 
a  Census  return  and  the  Report  states  that  it  is  thought  that  the  record  as  set 
out  in  the  tables  gives  a  sufficiently  accurate  broad  picture  of  conditions  in 
respect  of  these  household  arrangements,  more  particularly  in  illustrating  relative 
conditions  in  different  parts  of  the  Country.  The  following  table  gives  the  per¬ 
centage  of  private  households  without  exclusive  use  of  certain  household  arrange¬ 
ments,  for  the  3  Districts  in  Area  8  and  also  for  England  and  Wales  and  for  the 
aggregate  of  Rural  Districts.

Although  the  figures  for  this  District  arc  in  line  with  those  for  other 
Rural  Districts  in  Norfolk,  they  do  serve  to  show  how  far  behind  the  rest  of  the 
Country  we  are  and  they  justify,  if  such  is  needed,  the  policy  of  extending  the 
provision  of  piped  water  supplies  and  sewerage  systems  throughout  the  District, 

It  is  not,  however,  enough  to  lay  a  water  main  or  main  sewerage,  the  owner  or 
occupier  must  also  connect  up  his  house. 
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I  am  indebted  to  Mr  B.  D.  Riches,  Housing  Manager,  for  the  following 

Report  : -

Owing  to  a  change  on  the  Council's  policy  in  the  method  of  obtaining 
tenders  for  the  erection  of  houses  only  6  dwellings  were  completed  during  the  year, 
but  initial  difficulties  have  now  been  overcome  and  no  delay  should  be  encountered 
in  the  future. 

During  the  year,  120  dwellings  were  put  out  to  tender,  and  40  dwellings 
were  commenced.  During  1955  a  large  numb er  of  houses  will  be  completed.  42  pre-war 
and  post-war  houses  in  various  Parishes  were  re-let  and  14  exchanges  effected. 

Families  living  in  Converted  Hutments  on  Airfields 

In  March  1954,  the  Council  received  Circular  25/54  from  the  Ministry 
of  Housing  and  Local  Government,  which  directed  the  Council  to  formulate  a  pro¬ 
gramme  to  re-house  families  living  in  hutments  on  Airfields,  which  in  this  area 
then  amounted  to  135  dwellings.  In  September  1954  the  Council  decided  as  a  first 
step  to  :- 

(1)  Re-house  families  living  in  hutments  at  Crabbe  Castle,  Wighton,  Crossways, 
The  Coppice  and  Church  View,  Little  Snoring,  consisting  of  89  dwellings, 
demolish  these  hutments  when  they  became  empty  and  hand  the  sites  back  to  the 

Owners. 

(2)  Purchase  The  Croft  Site,  Little  Snoring,  consisting  of  14  concrete  hut¬ 
ments,  and  retain  these  hutments  as  a  pool  of  accommodation  for  occupation 
mainly  by  problem  families,  as  it  was  considered  these  hutments  were  in  good 
repair  and  quite  suitable  for  continued  habitation. 

(3)  Retain  Bell  Close,  The  Drift,  Little  Snoring  and  Hollow  Lane,  Langham  Sites, 
consisting  of  46  hutments,  for  the  time  being,  as  a  pool  of  accommodation, 

as  it  was  considered  these  hutments  were  in  good  repair  and  suitable  for 
habitation  for  a  further  period  and  could  be  used  together  with  The  Croft 
to  rehouse  families  living  on  sites  to  be  cleared,  where  the  families  did  not 
wish  to  be  re-housed  or  were  unsuitable  to  be  rc—  housed  in  permanent  houses. 

In  accordance  with  the  above  policy,  20  hutments  had  been  re-let  on  the 
Sites  retained  b3^  the  Council,  and  26  hutments  had  become  vacant  on  the  Sites  to 
be  cleared,  and  these  hutments  had  been  or  were  waiting  to  be  demolished.  13 
families  living  in  hutments  had  been  rehoused  in  permanent  dwellings,  and  7  families 
transferred  to  hutments  on  the  Sites  retained  by  the  Council. 

It  is  anticipated  that  during  1955-5 6  alternative  accommodation  would  be 
offered  to  all  the  families  living  in  the  89  hutments  at  Crabbe  Castle,  '‘ighton, 
Crossways,  The  Coppice  and  Church  View,  Little  Snoring,  and  these  sites  would  be 
cleared  and  the  land  handed  back  to  the  Owners. 

Building  Programme  for  1954-55 

In  this  year's  building  programme  provision  has  been  made  for  all  types 
of  dwellings,  as  it  had  been  found  there  must  be  a  balance  of  4,  3  and  2-bednoomed 
dwellings  on  all  Estates,  and  a  demand  had  grown  for  2-bcdroomed  bungalows.  In 
the  1954-55  programme  a  large  number  of  2-bedroomcd  bungalows  are  being  built,  and 
this  will  enable  the  Council  to  effect  a  large  number  of  exchanges,  as  many  tenants 
in  3-bedroomed  dwellings  now  require  smaller  dwellings. 

Council's  Vifaiting  List  for  Permanent  Accommodation 

The  Waiting  List  was  revised  in  December  1954,  and  at  that  date  there 
were  462  applicants  on  the  List,  made  up  as  follows

but  some  36  occupants  of  hutments  are  not  included  in  the  above  figure,  as  they 
cannot  be  persuaded  to  apply  for  permanent  accommodation. 

It  will  be  seen  that  the  Council  has  a  very  formidable  task  if  the 
Waiting  List  is  to  be  cleared  of  urgent  cases,  and  the  necessary  slum  clearance 
action  taken  under  the  Housing  Act  1954,  and  when  a  programme  is  formulated,  pro¬ 
vision  should  be  made  to  re-house  urgent  cases  on  the  Wait ing  List  as  well  as  re¬ 
house  occupants  of  condemned  houses. 

General 

In  spite  of  the  fairly  high  rents  of  post-war  houses,  rent  in  the 
majority  of  cases  is  paid  regularly,  and  out  of  a  total  collection  of  approximately 
£45,000.  there  was  only  approximately  £20.  outstanding  over  14  days,  which  is 

0.04°  of  the  total  rent  roll.  No  Court  proceedings  we  re  taken  for  eviction  or 

recovery  of  rent  during  the  year. 

The  majority  of  tenants  of  Council  property  take  a  very  keen  interest  in 
the  appearance  of  their  house,  garden  and  the  Estate  on  which  they  live,  and  only 
in  a  few  cases  did  action  have  to  be  taken  against  tenants  not  complying  with  the 

terms  of  their  conditions  of  tenancy.  The  majority  of  gardens  on  the  Estates  are 

kept  neat  and  tidy  and  in  a  good  state  of  cultivation,

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PART  III 


REPORT  OF  THE  SURVEYOR  AND  SENIOR  SANITARY  INSPECTOR  FOR  1954 
Mr  Chairman,  My  Lord,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Report  for  1954. 

ADDED  DUTIES 

The  scope  of  the  Department  was  enlarged  from  March  1954  onwards  when 
the  duties  of  Water  Engineer  were  merged  into  the  office  of  the  Engineer  and 
Surveyor.  While  this  has  entailed  extra  work  it  appears  a  logical  move  to  group 
the  Council*  s  public  health  functions  into  one  office. 

It  was  expected  that  a  large  increase  in  applications  for  improvement 
grants  might  occur  and  it  was  debated  whether  the  increased  duties  should  fall  to 
my  office  or  otherwise,  but  finally  it  was  successfully  demonstrated  that  your 
Sanitary  Officers  possessed  technical  qualifications  together  with  an  intimate 
knowledge  of  privately  owned  houses  of  all  types  and  were,  therefore,  best  able 
to  encourage  and  supervise  any  proposals  to  improve  them.  This  function, ' therefore, 
continues  to  be  administered  by  the  Department. 

In  the  event  no  great  increase  in  the  number  of  applications  was  noted, 
GENERAL 

Generally  speaking,  more  than  any  jrear  since  1945,  a  feeling  of  progress 
and  achievement  was  apparent.  A  definite  move  towards  Slum  Clearance  was  out¬ 
lined  by  the  Government  early  in  the  year,  a  decided  possibility  of  an  early 
start  on  the  Walsinghams'  sewerage  scheme  was  obvious  towards  the  end  of  1954  and 
the  extension  of  the  regional  water  scheme  continued  towards  Blakeney  and  Stiffkey 
in  the  year  under  review.  This  latter  work  was  under  the  able  supervision  of  Mr 
E.  Hayman,  who  had  relinquished  his  duties  as  Yfater  Engineer  earlier  in  the  year. 

The  work  of  the  water  section  is  set  out  separately  on  subsequent  pages. 

Building  Licensing  ceased  entirely  in  November  1954,  the  restrictions 
having  gradually  decreased  over  the  previous  twelve  months. 

A  major  alteration  in  Government  policy  was  contained  in  the  Slaughter¬ 
houses  Act  1954,  by  which  local  authorities  were  asked  to  licence  private 
slaughterhouses  in  their  District.  The  Ministry  of  Pood  stopped  the  killing  and 
distribution  of  meat  from  the  beginning  of  July  1954. 


SEWERAGE 

Preliminary  talks  had  taken  place  by  the  end  of  the  year  regarding  a 
proposal  to  combine  the  sewering  of  Blalcene3r,  Wive  ton  and  Morston  with  that  of 
Gley  in  Erpingham  Rural  District.  The  completion  of  this  work  would  represent  a 
major  advance  in  public  sanitation  in  the  area,  and  is  long  overdue.  At  Jalsingham, 
the  year  saw  the  completion  of  the  laying  of  sewers  and  rising  main  and  the  con- 
st ruction  of  a  pumping  station  to  serve  the  Mount  Pleasant  Housing  .estate. 

Unfortunately,  nothing  definite  can  be  reported. towards  the  improvement 
of  the  Fakenham  sewerage  system  or  of  plans  for  the  sewering  of  Hempton,  except 
that,  with  the  Clerk,  I  visited  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and. Local  Government  in 
October  and  we  were  able  to  emphasise  the  great  need  for  this  scheme  and  to  explain 
the  difficulties  of  sewage  disposal  now  experienced.  The  scheme  estimated  at 
£53,000.  in  1951  is  at  present  calculated  to  cost  £75,000. 

PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES 

During  the  year  a  brick  and  tile  building  designed  by  Mr  J.  Page, 

A.R.  I.B.A.  ,  complete  with  bus  shelter,  was  opened  below  Mariner' s  Hill,  Blakeney. 

At  Fakenham  a  turnstile  costing  about  £200.  was  installed  at  the 
public  convenience. 

Plans  were  produced  for  a  public  convenience  in  High  Street,  Little 
Walsingham. 

SCAVENGING 

Public  reaction  was  strong  against  the  Council's  proposed  economies  m 
refuse  collection  by  reductions  in  frequency  and  of  the  number  of  materials 
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collected,  and  within  a  few  weeks  a  return  to  a  weekly  refuse  collection  in  the 
urban  areas,  and  a  fortnightly  collection  in  the  rural  Parishes  had  to  be  made. 

One  outcome  of  the  experiment  was  successful,  however,  in  that  it  was  possible  to 
reduce  the  collection  of  nightsoil  to  a  weekly  frequency,  except  to  a  small 
number  of  houses  where  a  twice  weekly  collection  was  essential,  and  so  far  as 
can  be  seen  no  detriment  to  public  health  has  ensued. 

A  new  refuse  tip  was  opened  at  Kettlestone,  T of trees  being  part- sealed 
and  allowed  to  sink  for  a  two-year  period. 

SEWER  DITCHES 

A  survey  of  sewer  ditches  by  County  health  and  highway  officials  and  my 
staff  revealed  a  certain  number  which  receive  highway  water  and  sullage  water,  and, 
as  a  result,  it  has  been  agreed  to  submit  schemes  for  the  piping  of  some  of  these 
ditches  where  it  is  obvious  main  sewerage  cannot  be  expected  for  many  years. 

Maintenance  was  reduced  during  the  year,  the  extremely  heavy  rainfall 
rendering  this  work  almost  impossible. 


IMPROVEMENT  GRAMS 

This  aspect  of  housing  received  the  particular  attention  of  the  Govern¬ 
ment  during  the  year,  local  authorities  being  encouraged  to  use  this  third  method 
of  increasing  the  supply  of  houses,  A  less  rigid  standard  of  improvement  and 
financial  amendments  also  were  introduced.  No  remarkable  increase  in  applications 
can  be  reported  during  the  year  though  an  increasing  interest  was  evinced  by  the 
public,  and  a  number  of  visits  were  made  by  your  officers  to  explain  the  working 
of  the  scheme  to  house  owners.

SLAUGHTERING  AND  FOOD  INSPECTION 

With  the  announcement  of  the  Government' s  decision  to  return  slaughtering 
to  private  hands  early  in  the  year,  the  Council  apioointed  a  Committee  on  slaughter¬ 
ing  facilities.  The  Committee  arranged  a  Meeting  of  butchers,  representatives  of 
the  National  Farmers'  Union  and  local  marketing  interests,  to  discuss  the  effects 
locally  of  the  proposed  policy.  Later,  Members  of  the  Committee  attended  a 
Conference  called  by  King' s  Lynn  Corporation  regarding  the  proposed  opening  of  a 
municipally  run  abattoir  in  that  town,  but  it  was  felt  the  usefulness  of  such  a 
project  to  this  area  would  not  be  very  great. 

Eleven  butchers  applied  for  licences  to  use  slaughterhouses  after  3rd 
July  1954,  and  the  Council's  decision,  based  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Committee, 
which  had  received  my  Report  on  the  various  premises  inspected,  resulted  as  follows 
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(a)  Refused  on  grounds  of  poor  structure  and  bad  siting  . .  . .  1 

(b)  Deferred  for  further  negotiation  by  myself  to  point  out 

that  practically  new  structures  would  be  required  and 
resulting  in  the  withdrawal  of  both  applications  ..  . .  2 

(c)  Deferred  because  the  Council  considered  adequate 

facilities  for  slaughtering  existed  elsewhere  .  1 

(d)  Approval  subject  to  carrying  out  of  extensive 

improvements .  7 

(e)  Actually  in  use  at  31st  December  1954  .  4 


There  were  twenty  privately  operated  slaughterhouses  in  the  District 
before  1939. 

Reasonable  alternative  sources  of  supply  from  slaughterhouses  in  neigh¬ 
bouring  areas  exist  and  no  individual  hardship  to  butchers  is  apparent.  It 
cannot  be  said,  however,  that  working  conditions  are  really  satisfactorjr  in  these 
small  slaughterhouses  and  any  large  increase  in  the  number  of  licensed  premises 
must  mean  a  falling  off  in  the  percentage  of  carcases  inspected,  the  area  under 
control  being  so  scattered.  I  think  it  is  fair  to  sa3%  on  the  other  hand,  that 
the  quality  of  meat  local  butchers  are  now  able  to  handle  has  improved  since  the 
return  to  private  slaughtering.

WATER  SUPPLY 

GENERAL 

The  realisation  that  water  supply  matters  were  becoming  too  great  in 
detail  to  be  dealt  with  by  the  Public  Health  Committee  caused  the  Council  to  set 
up  the  Water  Supplies  Committee  which  had  its  first  Meeting  under  the  Chairman¬ 
ship  of  The  Revd  H.  J.  Lowe,  in  September. 

Water  supply  duties  were  transferred  to  my  Department  on  March  1st. 

ORGANISATION 

In  a  Report  to  the  Y/ater  Supplies  Sub-Committee  on  April  28th,  I  gave 
a  summary  of  the  Council' s  obligations  as  water  undertakers  ana  the  plant  an 
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organisation  available  for  meeting  those  obligations. 

Briefly,  a  daily  draw  off  of  about  1 50, 000- gallons  (then)  had  to  be 
pumped  and  distributed  through  about  53  miles  of  min  with  an  additional  1 5-miles 
being  laid  during  the  year.  Tallies  at  Fakenham  and  Little  Snoring  held  180,000- 
gallons  and  the  reservoir  at  Gunthorpe  retained  500, 000- gallons. 

Independent  Village  schemes  were  in  operation  at  North  Creake  (tank 
holds  80, 000- gallons) ,  Hindolvestone  ( 3, 000- gal Ions) ,  Blakeney  (8, 000- gallons) 
and  Field  Balling. 

Blakeney  and  Field  Dalling  have  been  made  redundant  by  the  extension  of 
mains  to  Blakeney  during  the  year. 

The  Council  subsequently  accepted  my  recommendation  for  an  establishment 
consisting  of  a  plumber,  turncock,  pimping  stations  attendant,  four  labourers 
and  a  general  handyman  at  Fakenham. 

7/A1ER  DEPOT 

During  the  year,  the  Council  approved  my  plans  for  adapting  buildings 
at  Little  Snoring  water  works  for  use  as  workshops,  garages,  stores,  messroom  and 
office,  and  the  area  is  to  be  fenced. 

REGIONAL  MAINS  EXTENDED 

During  the  year  Messrs  F.  V.  Shanks,  of  Hunstanton,  proceeded  with 
Contract  IIB  to  bring  mains  from  Gunthorpe  reservoir  to  Bale,  Field  Dalling, 
Langham  and  Blakeney  and  the  Contract  will  carry  over  in  to  1955  to  serve  Binham, 
Cockthorpe,  Stiffkey,  Saxlingham,  Morston  and  Viveton. 

REGIONAL  MAIN  PROPOSALS 

Plans  to  bring  water  to  Hindringham  from  Gunthorpe  and  to  Sculthorpe 
via  Fakenham  were  presented  to  the  Minister  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  during 
the  year. 

Regional  Scheme  IIC  to  take  water  from  Gunthorpe  to  Sharrington,  Brin ton, 
Briningham,  Melton  Constable  and  Briston  was  agreed  to  in  principle  by  the 
Council  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

EXTENSIONS  BY  OWN  LABOUR 

The  following  mains  extensions  have  been  made  during  the  j^ear  :-

CONNECTIONS  TO  MIN 

108  domestic  premises  were  connected  to  the  main  during  the  year  to¬ 
gether  with  21  connections  to  non- domestic  buildings  and  to  cattle  troughs. 

WORK  ON  MAINS 

A  pressure  reducing  valve  was  installed  at  Toll  Bar  corner,  Fakenham, 
which,  with  a  similar  valve  at  Fakenham  Tower  allows  Fakenham  to  bo  fed  adequately 
from  Gunthorpe  and  will  permit  work  on  Fakenham  Tower  (sec  below)  which  it  has 
not  been  possible  to  empty  completely  since  its  erection  in  1938* 

FAKENHAM  TOWER 

A  ball  valve  fitted  at  Fakenham  Tower  eliminated  the  hand  control 
necessary  hitherto.  For  some  3^ears  this  tovrcr  has  leaked  but  Fakenham  and  Hempton 
depended  entirely  upon  it,  and  despite  several  attempts  under  very  difficult 
conditions  with  the  tower  still  in  use  it  had  not  been  possible  to  prevent  a  loss 
of  water  w&ich  was  estimated  at  500, 000- gallons  annually.  After  an  inspection 
the  Water  Supplies  Committee  recommended  work  estimated  at  £2,000  to  line  out  the 
tower  in  asphalt  and  this  is  to  be  put  in  hand  in  1955. 
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WEST  RAYNHAM  R,  A.  F.  STATION 


Pumping  through  the  Air  Ministry's  main  laid  in  1939  averaging  about 
2,000-gallons  per  day  latterly,  ceased  in  September  1954,  adequate  sources  having 
been  exploited  at  the  Station.  It  seemed  likely  that  this  main  might  be  pur¬ 
chased  and  incorporated  in  the  South-Western  Parish  water  supply  scheme  since  the  main 
runs  through  Toftrees  and  Helhoughton.  The  Hcmpton  booster  would  once  again  be 
needed,  therefore. 

OTH  H  WORK 

Oil  from  a  defective  pump  gland  found  its  way  into  the  well  at  Blakenoy 
when  this  supply  was  still  in  use  and  was  only  removed  after  great  difficulty  by 
causing  its  coagulation  on  the  sides  of  the  tank  and  subsequent  removal. 

Pollution  of  Hindolvestone  and  Blakcncy  supplies  was  revealed  by 
analysis  but  was  temporary  in  nature,  and  after  a  period  of  chlorination  of  each 
well  was  soon  righted. 

STAFF 

Workers  in  and  about  the  Waterworks  had  the  necessary  blood,  urine  and 
faeces  tests  during  the  year. 

AVERAGE  PUMPING  FIGURES 

60, 453, 000- gallons  were  pumped  from  Houghton  giving  an  average  of 

1 65, 624- gallons  consumed  each  day.

OPINION 

This  water  is  of  very  good  organic  quality  and  the  chemical  analysis 
as  a  whole  shows  no  sign^of  pollution.  The  water  is  rather  hard,  the  total  hard¬ 
ness  approximating  to  26  Clark,  and  about  two-thirds  of  this  is  temporary  and  due 
to  dissolved  chalk.  The  reaction  of  the  water  is  on  the  alkaline  side  of 
neutrality  and  one  would  not  expect  this  water  to  have  any  serious  solvent  action 
on  metals.  The  sample  as  received  contained  a  negligible  trace  of  copper  and  no 
other  metal.  The  appearance,  taste  and  odour  of  the  sample  were  satisfactory  and 
in  our  opinion  this  water  is  fit  for  drinking  purposes  and  suitable  for  use  as 
a  public  supply.

OPINION 

This  water  is  of  very  good  organic  quality,  and  the  chemical  analysis 
as  a.  whole  shows  no  evidence  of  pollution.  Free  chlorine  was  present,  and  the 
amount  is  excessive  for  a  drinking  water,  the  odour  and  taste  of  the  sample  being 
definitely  chlorinous.  Perhaps  the  amount  of  chlorine  would  be  reduced  before 
this  supply  reaches  the  consumer.  Given  a  reduction  in  chlorine  content  to  the 
more  normal  level  of  0.3  p.p.m,  or  less,  this  water  is  fit  for  drinking  and  general 
purposes.
